Hard Work

land he has secured grazing 
rights over 100,000 acres. 
This concession will cost 
him ten shillings a year for 
every beast he ranches -on 
the moor. With luck, he 
believes he could eventually 
build up a herd of 1,000 
head. 

“They won't compete with 
the best beef animals,” he ad- 
mits, “but they. would supply 
300 tons of beef a year from 
land which now ralses no beef 
at all. What's more, they 
would make me a living in the 
way 1 want to make one.” 

Can he succeed? Neighbour- 
ing formers, who turn out their 
steck dairy herds on the moor 
for only two months in the 
year, shake their heads and 
chuckle sceptically. But Ross 
Salmon is golng ahead with his 
experiment, 

Main problem {Is to find a 
breed of animal hardy cnough 
to stay out in all weathers. Last 
summer Salmon bought a small 
Th-acre farm om the edge of the 
moor, Here he has been cross- 
breeding prime beef cattle— 
Herefords and Devons—with 
straina Uke the Galloway and 
the Highland, used to cold 
weather and sparse ‘grazing. 


First Tests 


IRST tests of these cxperi- 
ments will come this spring, 
when he turng out seven cows 
to calve on the open range. 
Reared by their mothers on the 
moor, he believes the cross-bred 
calves will be sturdier than any 
‘born and bred on dairy. farms. 
If they survive, they will be 
the forerunners of his herd, If 
they perish im an especially 
early or harsh winter, ho will 
try,again, 2 es 
For five years he means to 
keep on trying. ‘That's the 
amount ‘of time it will take to 
prove me right or wrong," he 
Boys, ro : 
. Meanwhile, he has been train- 
ing his own cowboys, From 
hundreds of schoolboy applicants 
he .sclected. twelve last summer 
to attend a camp on his farm. 
There’ he taught them the 
mysterics of the lassoo and the

Reason : for these cautious 
glimmers of official interest 13 
that higher meat production, 
preached on all sides, demands 
the use of Britain's marginal 
land.

Is Ross Salmon's Dartmoor 
adventure a crazy gamble or a 
key to the unbroached pos- 
sibilities of Britain's marginal 
land? “Wait and see" Is the 
official reaction. And Ross Sal- 
mon has no fault to find with 
that, for he agrees. that Dart- 
moor {s a stiff challenge to his 
ranching know-how. . 

But he means business. And,

An Americnn expert in 
world petroleum affairs, Mr 
Walter Levy, recently said 
it should be possible tor 
“men of good will” to 
achieve a settlement of the 
Anglo-Inanian oi) dispute, 

Hut any settlement would 
have to be “in agcord with the 
polilicu: realitics and the ma- 
flonal ospiratlans of Iran, on 
the one hand, and the principles 
of the Western world and the 
commerelal facts of life, on the 
other hand, he sald. 

Mr Levy was for a consider- 
able time in Government sere 
vice os an oll consultant, par= 
tleularly with the Economic 
Co-vpemtion  Administratlon 
during its control of forelgn ald 
from the United States, Now, 
ho is In private business in the 
samo capnelty. 

He gave u long, detalled re~- 
view of the British-Iranion oil 
controversy at a recent round 
table conference sponsored by 
the Middic Enst Institute, which 
hus its headquerters in Wash- 
ington. 

After summarising the deve- 
lopment of Iranian oll by Brl- 
tish Interests in the —30-odd 
years preceding the closing of 
the Abndan refinery In 1051, he 
surveyed events, including the 
legal fight which led the British 
to abandon Abadan, and the | 
effects of this step on Iran's 
economy and the company’s 
finances, ‘ 

Commenting on tho changed 
position brought about by the 
overthrow cf the Mosradeazh 
Government last August, he de- 
clared: “We are once again con~ 
cerned with the problem of the 
re-establishment of ofl opera- 
tions in Iran, Only in this man- 
ner can the country acquire the 
necessary meang to maintain its 
economic and political stability 
ond to improve the standard of 
living af its people.” 


Seven Principles 


Then ‘Mr Levy defined what 
he called, “the general prin- 
ciples involved in the  settle- 
ment.” These, he said, include: 

1. The -principle that nation- 
oisation under international 
law requires (in the absence of 
a satisfactory agreement with 
the previous owners) prompt, 
adequate and effective com- 
pensation, the mene willlngnese 
ta pay without the ability to 
do so belng insufficient, 

2, If forelgn investment in on 
underdeveloped country ds 
nationalised, the whole nation- 
alisation effort will not only 
destroy the enterprise but may 
also lead to economic’ and poe 
Iiical collapse of the country. 

3. Nationolisation can be put 
into effect only with the con- 
tinued assistance. of the previous 
owner whose ‘propertics hava 

been natlonallscd, and he would 

obviously, not:be: prepared to 
extend suth help? except on the 

basis of an agreement ond of a 

esauisfactory settlement of the 

compensation fseue. 2

“Specific Problems” 


Mr Levy then defined what 
he called “specific problems’ in 
the Iranian situation as; 

1, Iranian ofl has been com- 
pletely replaced. In the world 
market by large increases = In 
Britlsh-controlled and Ammerican- 
owned production. There ts 
at present, even excluding Iran, 
an fmmedhite surplus  produc- 
tive capacity of crude oll 
amounting to more than 1,500,- 
000 barrels n day pressing for 
market outlets, and the Iranians 
have been warned of this deve- 
Jopment ever since the nation- 
alsation. 


2, The resumption of Iranian 
olt operations on a substantial 
basis would require that other 
producing countries and com- 
pantes either reduce thelr out- 
put, or at least abstain from 
expanding it If the outlets for 
Iranian oll were geared, for the 
lime being, to the expected In- 
crease of requirements only. 

3. Even on this assump- 
tion, there exists, for a 
variety of reasons no large 
seale market for Iranian oil 
in the Western hemisphere. 
The natural outlet for such 
oil. is the Eastern hemi-

8. Such purchases by Amerli- 
can campant:s might raise prob- 
lems for Importing soft-currency 
countries and lead to prob- 
tems Jn connection ‘with the 
level of output In) Am¢trfean- 
held convessions, possibly — in- 
volving serlous legal complica- 
tions in the United States, 


9, Neither from a supply and 
demand nor from a commer- 
clal or broad economic potnt of 
view, do American companies 
represent the most natural large 
scale customer for Trantan ofl, 
but possibly they might agree 
to handle sizable quantitics. 


10, If and when Iranian oll 
exports should be resumed on a 
substantial scale, they would, 
in the. first Instance, probably 
replice the purchases which 
British and other companies 
have made in the Western 
hemisphere and from American 
companies elsewhere. Second, 
they would affect the cxpand- 
ed rate of British production in 
areas such as Kuwalt, And, 
finally, they would affect 
American . owned — production 
somewhat, as a result largely 
of the reduction of siles by 
Amexican companies to British 
and other customers, 

There cre also cther “tnport- 
ant conditions’ whish, record- 
ing to Mr Levy, must be ob- 
servod If the Iranian ojl opera;

Mng against the dollar, , 

Given a reatonably prosperous 
year in the U.S,, the outlook for 
the non-dollar countries would 
be quite good. Germany. for 
example, should be able to go 
onwegaining her export markets 
without wrecking Britain’s. 

By and large, that is what has 
been happening. Cases of under- 
cutting ond unfair competition, 
real or alleged, attract most 
publicity, but they are probably 
exceptions, 

Always with the proviso about 
the U.S., such countries as
